J. A. J. McKenna, the commissioners ap- 
pointed to treat with the Indians and half- 
breeds of the provisional district of 
Athabasca, for the extinguishment of their 
title ;and Major Walker and J. A. Cote, 
private secretary to the Minister of Interior, 
the half-breed scrip. commissioners, with 
their respective staffs, came in last night. 
H, S. Young and J. W. Martin are secre- 
taries of the treaty commission and J. F. 
Prudhomme, Winnipeg, and Chas. Mair, 
Prince Albert, secretaries of the. scrip 
commission. H. A. Conroy is ascountant, 
and P. Deschambault, interpreter. The 
commission will be joined here by Father 
Lacombe, who came in on Monday. The 
locomotive of the train on which the com- 
missioners arrived was draped with Union 
Jacks in honor of the day and at 12 o’clock 
noon on the way north a royal salute was 
fired from all the guns on hoard, and three 
cheers given tor Her Majesty the Queen.

Vancouver, B. C, May 18 —Not many 
persons are aware that the project of build- 
ing & railway from Edmonton to Dawson 
eity is being quietly investigated oy the Do- 
miu:on government. At this moment there 
are several exploratory survey parties 
getting over the ground preparatory to 
reporting upon the feasibility of the project. 
If the idea is carried the Eldorado of the 
north will have direct railroad communicat- 
ion with the east. The portion of the 
journey between Dawson and Dease Lake 
has already been exp'ored, also a portion of 
the Stikine river. A party under the 
leadership of O. Dwyer, of the department of 
railways and canals, is now en route to 
make a survey from Hazelton tothe head- 
waters of the Skeena river. When this has 
been accomplished,andit isexpected that the 
praties will meet September or October next, 
the only portion of the route uncovered 
will be the portion from Edmonton to the 
east boundary of British Columbia.

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OBITUARY. 

By the death of William Borwick. Ed- 
monton setil*ment has lost a life which 
linked its history of to-day with Sear 
of the period which pert’s 
land to yaw the eration of Canada. 
Born et Midhouse, inthe Island of Harray 
Urkney, Sto lind in 1836, he grew up ina 
conunuvity Jargely composed of veterans of 
adson’s Bay Company’s service in 
North America, who had retired on their 
i and savings toend their days in’ 
their native isles. After serving an 
apprenticcshtp tothe trade of blacksmith 
for five years with George Stanger. like, 80 
many of his fellow-islesmen before him, 
Borwick in 1854 engaged in the capacity of 
blacksmith. with the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, agreeing besides ** with courage and 
fidelity to defend the right and privileges, 
the faetories and territories, and to aid and 
support the officers of the company to the 
utmost ef his power” To what extent the 
British Empire in North America is indebt- 
ed to such men as Borwick, who for over 
two centuries ‘* with courage and fidelity” 
80 well acted their part, is for some great 


historian to record; but « modern un- 
ing man like the deceased would be 


the last to claim any distinction or honors 
for the ~~ taken by him in making the 
history of northwestern Canada. 

A§ skilled artisan, diligent in business, 
of the best and most even temper and dis- 
position, Borwick won the esteem and 
respest of his superior officers and fellow- 
em and the natives of the country 
from his first arrival in the country, and | 
these feelings of respect and regard have 
been shared by everyone coming into con- 
tact with him since, and his untimely 
death is deplored by ali the “old-timers” 
asd mapy of the new comers of this com- 
manity. 

Leaving Scotland in June, 1854, he came 
by Hudson's Bay to York Factory and 
from thence by river and lake to Edmonton 
where he arrived late in the fall. He served 
at Edmonton and Rocky Mountain heuse at 
his trade, and occasionally assisting in the 
store when Jarge bands of Indians came into 
trade. He left the Hudson’s Bay Co. after | 
17 years good and faithfu! service, in 1871, | 
and commenced for himseli as farmer and 
blacksmith in which he has continued for | 
the past 28"years. A hale, vigorous man, 
looking little over forty, it appeared that 
Borwick had « long lease of life in the | 
healthy climate of Alberta. He was in 
town on the 6th inst., next day was struck 
down with pneumonia and on the 19th died, 
retaining his faculties to the last. His 
remains were followed to the grave on the 
2ist by a large number of sorrowing friends. | 
The pail bears were: Henry Fraser, Thos. 
Hourston, George Gagnon, T. G. Ross, Jas. | 
Kirkness, aod Daniel E. Noyes. Mr. 
Borwick was married in 1862 to Elizabeth 
(daughter of Colin Fraser,) by whom and 
his sons John, Peter and Simon, and his 
daughter, Mrs. Ed. Carey ‘he is survived. 
Mrs. Borwick and family have been deeply 
touched by, and are most grateful for the 
many expressions of regard for the deceas- 
ed, and for the sympathy which has been | 
extended to them.

SESSION NOTES. 
Orrawa, May 17, ’99. 


The principal subjects of discussion 
in the house on Monday were claims 
in connection with the rebellion of 
1885, brought up by My. Davis, 
liberal, Saskatchewan, and the ques- 
tion of a Canadian mint brought up 
by Mr. McInnis, liberal, Nanaimo. 
Mr. Davis pointed out that the settle- 
ment of rebellion claims on the Sas- 
ketchewan in 1896 was with a view 
to the election which took place in 
1897, rather than to the rightfulness 
of the claims. Also that property 
was taken without justification or 
excuse by persons in authority, for which 
no settlement had been offered. He in- 
stanced the Bremner fur case in which a 
finding had been made by a committee of 
the house in favor of Bremner, and yet he 
had not been paid. He also insisted tieat 
the helf-breeds of the Territories should *he 
settled with in full to 1885. He asked that 
® commission be issued to settle fairly 
and finally all these sources of irritation. 
Messrs. Oliver, Macdonald, and Fraser 
supported Mr. Davis. 

Mr. ‘Mclonis made a very careful and 
thorough presentation of the case on behalf 
of « Canadian mint. It would be profit- 
able to the government as an enterprise, 
would give dignity to Canada as a couniry, 
and would eause its position as a producer 
of the precious metals to be recognized. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding opposed en the ground 
that there was not enough Canadian coinage 
required to keep a mint employed; and 
that to encourage the circulation of coin 
would interfere with the business of the 
banks ; as would also the purchase of gold 
from the miner by the mint. At present 
the banks purchased this gold at a very 
smal] margin. 

The proposition for a mint was supported 
by Messrs. Casey and Oliver, liberals, and 
by Clarke Wallace, Osler and Carscallen, 
conservatives. The latter pointed out that 
each shipment of bullion of over $100 and 
less than $1,000 to the States paid $3.50 in 
consular fees and $1 in war tax to the 
United States treasury. 

Ellis, liberal, did not see the necessity of 
a mint, and Henderson, conservative, drew 
attention to the desirability of dropping the 
coimage of 20c pieces. The debate was 
adjourned on motion of the finance minister. 

Further discussion of the Drummend 
Counties railway purchase was set for 
Taesday, but the day was occupied by Sir 
Hibbert Tupper discussing expenditures 
made in °96 to bring to justice alleged 
ballot stuffers who took part in the Mani. 
toba elections of that year. His purpose 
was to obstruct business until the redistri- 
bution bill is brought down. The opposi- 
tion seem to go on the principle that as 
obstructive tactics were successful against 
them in 1896, they are the best tactics to 
follow; overlooking the fact that that 
ebstruction was to achieve a certain de- 
finite result in plain sight, while the present 
obstruction has no suca result in view, and 
is indeed itself its only result. 

The important business of Tuesday was 
the action of the railway committee in 
refusing the charter to construct a street 
railway and traflic bridge acress the Ottawa 
river between the cities of Hulland Ottawa. 
The bridge was to be free for foot passeng- 
ers anc bicycles, but toll was to be charged 
for carriages and street cars. No bonus of 
any kind was asked. The bridge was 
strongly favored by the people of both 
Ottawa and Hull for many reasons, and by 
the people in the country surrounding Huil 
who desire ready access to Ottawa. The 
parties on whose behalf the application was 
made was a company which cperates an 
electric railway from Hull to Alymer, and 
whe wish to be able to take passengers to 
and from proximity to the business centre 
of Ottewa over their own lines, as they 
could if this bridge were constructed. At 
present passengers to or from the Hull- 
Aylmer line, owing to the present circuitous 
route, have to use the Ottawa electric com- 
pany’s lines in order to reach the business 
centre of Ottawa. Tosave thie traffic for

Common cause was made 
with the Ottawa company by the Mann- 
Mackenzie street railway interests in other 
citties where the right of suburban railways 
to enter the cities is being fought by the 
present movopolists—to the very great 
detriment of the cities. To the disgrace of 
parliament, the application of private 
capitalists to constract a beavtiful and use- 
ful public work at their own expense was 
at the biddimg of the street railway 
monopolies of Ottawa, Toronto and Mon- ri icy 
treal refused. by a vote of 72 to 36—two to : 
one, in favor of the monopolies and against INCORPORATED 1670, 
the people. This is truly an age of mouo- 
polies, trusts and combines. The question 
of monopely is really the great question of 
the day. 

The elevator monopoly was heard from

on Friday last, in opposition to Douglas’ 
bill to allow in to be shipped from flat 
warehouses. The only argument they put 


forward was that they did not want com- 
petition. In this they were supported by 


Judge Clark, solicitor for the C. P. R; 


Messrs. Ogilvie and McGaw, of the great 
milling companies; Wilson, Winnipeg, 
of the bank of Hamilton, and a representa- 
tive of the combined banking interests of a 


Manitoba. It was a sight to cause gods 
and men to weep to see this aggregation of 
philanthropists, led on by RK. P. Roblin 
and N. Bawlf, protest before high heaven 
their anxiety to protect the western farmer 
from the ruin that must overtake him with 
free competition in the purchase of his 
grain. What the ultimate fate of the bill 
will be is as yet difficult to determine, 
especially in view if the action of the rail- 
way committee yesterday.

SUPPLEMENT. 


TETE JAUNE CACHE. 


On Tuesday afternoon, the Golden 
Era says, FredeHoliday, F. Morin 
and J. Longtin arrived in Golden from 
Tete Jaune Cache, where they had 
spent the winter prospecting Swift 
Current Creek. They tell a very differ- 
ent story from Mr. Price, and as the 
members of the party are well-known 
their statements reeeive the utmost 
credit. The party left Golden with 
their pack train on Sept. 22nd and 
were 24 days in reaching the Cache, 
having had to double track im order to 
take Price and Evan's outfit along as 
well as their own. The party reached 
Swift Current, Oct. 19th, and set te 
werk to prospect the Creek, which 
= Pe continued till Dec. 10th, 
when freezing up of the creex pre- 
vented further work. Excellent Bnet 
pects were ebtained, showing from 5 
to 30 eents to the pan. No bedrock 
work was done, but the depth to bed- 
roek where the party located at the 
feot of the falls is not very great—not 
more than 12 feet and in seme places 
the bed rock can be seen sticking up 
threugh the bed of the creek. The 
party located for themselves and friends 
about s mile from where the creek 
joins the Fraser. The best prospects 
were got below the canyon, the wash 
renning 15 to 90 cents to the pan. 
The oid taken from rim-roek was very 
coarse, and there is every prospect of 
rieh ground being got at bed-rock. The 
party located 600 feet of ground and 
towards the mouth of the creek gold 
was aleo feund but was fine. The 
creek is rough, with big boulders, and 
some of it will be hard to handle but 
a good deal of it can be worked at any 
time. Hizh water is experienced in 
July and August from the thewing of 
glaciers. The party put up « cabin 
aad built a dam to divert water for 
washing, ran a cut to drain the ground, 
whipsawed lumber for sluice-boxes and 
riffier, and got all in readness for work 
when they had to come out for provis- 
ions. 

There is abundance of gold-bearing 
quartz in the vicinity of Tete Jaune, 
the gold being visible to the naked 
eye, and this quarts cevers an area of 
six or seven miles. The formation 
changes 40 miles this side of Tete 
Jaune Cache and! the party reckon this 
country has a great future before it as a 
quarte mining field. 

There are other creeks which show 
good prospects and on which no ground 
has yet been located. These are 
Baptiste creek, 14 miles below Swift 
Current, and Quartz creek 7 miles fur- 
ther on. On both of these creeks 
colors werth 10 to 15 cents to the pan 
ean be got right along. 

Messrs. Holliday, Morin and Lengtin 
return to the Cache about the lst of 
June.
